DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moller 
(US Patent No. 4,955,611). 

Moller discloses a golf practice device comprising a base mat (6), a bottom plate (the 
lower portion of bladder (1 ), a receiving frame (4), filling material formed of a concaved 
shape (10, see also Fig. 3), artificial turf plate (the top portion of bladder 1), and artificial 
turf (5). Any portion of the mat could be considered as a portion wherein golf balls could 
be placed on (see Figs. 1-3). 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Haskins 
(US Patent No. 6,705,953). 

Haskins discloses a golf practice device comprising a base mat (160), a bottom plate 
(431), a receiving frame (110), filling material formed of a concaved shape (430 or 202 
as shown on Fig. 9), artificial turf plate (for example, see 531 in Fig. 5), and artificial turf 
(414, 514, 614). Any portion of the mat could be considered as a portion wherein golf 
balls could be placed on.
